FIFA worth 
a bid: Report 

O Agreement still subject to full council vote 


Local funding 

Local funding for the FIFA pitch: 

► From the Manitoba Government: 
$2 million. 

► From the City of Winnipeg: 

$250,000 in cash and in-kind 
services. 

► From the Manitoba Soccer 
Association: Cash for the bid 
process and site tours of 
Winnipeg by officials. 


It will cost Winnipeg $25,000 to bid 
on a chance to host parts of the 
world’s most elite women’s soccer 
tournament, hut the economic 
spinoffs from thousands of inter¬ 
national visitors flooding the city 
would more than make up for it. 

So says a report to the mayor’s 
executive policy committee, which 
is set to vote this week on allowing 
the city’s CAO to formally prepare 
an agreement that could see 
Winnipeg become a host city for 
FIFA 2015 Women’s World Cup 
matches. 

“If Winnipeg is chosen to host a 
portion of the (tournament), this 
signature international event is 
expected to have an economic 
impact of over $10 million (includ¬ 
ing $400,000 in municipal taxes 
generated by the event) with par¬ 
ticipants, officials, VIPs, media, and 
tourists using approximately 7,000 
room nights spread out over 23 
event days during the summer of 
2015,” said Rob Kristjansson, the 
city’s special events liaison. 

In March, it was announced that 
Winnipeg was one of seven Cana¬ 
dian cities involved in making a 
successful bid to bring the massive 
FIFA tournament to the country 


and to host matches. 

The others are Ottawa, Montre¬ 
al, Halifax, Moncton, Edmonton 
and Vancouver. 

Canada will also host the FIFA 
Women’s U-20 tournament in 2014, 
which will serve as a test event for 
the World Cup. 

Canada will need a minimum 
six host cities for the 2015 World 
Cup and four for the 2014 women’s 
U-20 championships. 

FIFA officials are scheduled to 
visit venues in each city this fall. 

The World Cup host cities will 
be announced early in 2012.

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New trial for 
taxi driver 
accused of 
giving teen 
alcohol 

A 45-year-old cabbie 
recently cleared of allega¬ 
tions he supplied a bottle 
of whisky to a 15-year-old 
girl riding in his taxi must 
face a new trial, a judge 
has ruled. 

A justice of the peace 
who acquitted Lovkesh 
Kapoor of a charge under 
the Liquor Control Act en¬ 
gaged in speculation and 
conjecture in a decision re¬ 
garding what happened 
during a cab ride in April 
2010, Justice Karen Simon- 
sen said. 

The teen testified at tri¬ 
al that Kapoor allegedly of¬ 
fered to sell her whisky 
and invited her to a party 
with his friends. 

In her testimony, the 
girl said she initially 
declined the offer hut 
eventually relented and 
claimed Kapoor then pro¬ 
duced a bottle from the 
console in his car. 

Police issued Kapoor a 
citation cariying with it 
maximum penalties of six 
months in jail a $20,000 
fine. 

Kapoor has denied any 
wrongdoing, and was 
acquitted by the 
magistrate, who nonethe¬ 
less found the girl to be a 
“credible” witness. 

The magistrate also ex¬ 
pressed doubts about 
Kapoor’s side of the story. 

However, the 
magistrate made an error 
by saying there was 
reasonable doubt in the 
case because the Crown 
didn’t call two witnesses 
to the stand, Simonsen 
said. 

A new trial is slated for 
later this month.

Jailhouse ridicule a 
factor in sentencing 

O Transgender woman free after serving two-year sentence O After Crown

The scorn, ridicule and safe¬ 
ty issues a transgender 
woman faced while locked 
up at the Winnipeg Re¬ 
mand Centre awaiting trial 
should be factored into her 
sentence, a Manitoba judge 
has ruled. 

Joseph McNabb, 29, who 
identifies as a woman, is 
now free after Justice Ken¬ 
neth Hanssen ruled a two- 


year-long, time-served sen¬ 
tence plus three years pro¬ 
bation for attempted 
robbery was appropriate. 

McNabb was acquitted of 
manslaughter in connec¬ 
tion to the April 2009 death 
of Evaristo Caniuman but 
was convicted of trying to 
rob the 60-year-old man as 
he lay in the street. 

Caniuman died in hospi¬ 
tal of blunt-force trauma 
days after hitting his head 
on the pavement. McNabb 
pushed Caniuman in a scuf¬ 


fle and caused his death, 
but the force used was rea¬ 
sonable, Hanssen previous¬ 
ly ruled. 

The Crown argued for 
more jail time for McNabb, 
saying her convictions for 
bail breaches while await¬ 
ing trial should be factored 
in. Hanssen disagreed, say¬ 
ing that taking the breach¬ 
es into account would be 
punishing McNabb twice 
for the same crimes. 

Defence lawyer Martin 
Glazer contended McN- 


abb’s stay in jail was largely 
spent in the medical ward 
because she was subject to 
intense ridicule at the 
hands of other inmates. 

Hanssen agreed 

McNabb’s jail conditions 
should be a factor in how 
she was sentenced, Glazer 
told Metro Winnipeg. 

McNabb was released to 
the custody of the Elizabeth 
Fry Society, which advo¬ 
cates for the rights of fe¬ 
male inmates and provides 
treatment programs.

6 fall victim to morning violence 


Saturday morning was a 
busy one for police as 
there were three violent 
incidents at the same 
time in Winnipeg’s North 
End. 

The morning started 
out with a 2:10 a.m. at¬ 
tack on four people who 
came out of a home to in¬ 
vestigate the sounds of a 
fight. 

They were attacked by 


one or two people wield¬ 
ing a baseball bat. A 
woman, 39, suffered 
blows to her upper body 
and lower body, while 
three men, 28, 30 and 44, 
suffered blows to their up¬ 
per bodies. 

At about the same 
time, police were called to 
Magnus Avenue near 
Salter Street. They found 
a 32-year-old man who 


had been stabbed in the 
chest after being con¬ 
fronted by several people. 

And on Manitoba Av¬ 
enue, at around the same 
time, police discovered a 
26-year-old man, who had 
been beaten up, lying on 
the ground. 

He is now in stable con¬ 
dition after being taken to 
hospital in unstable con¬ 
dition. • ELISHA DACEY

On the verge of its first

‘Resilience and recovery’ 

O First photos of Gabrielle Giffords show congresswoman smiling, few signs 
of gunshot wound © She could be released from rehab facility this month 



Images of a smiling U.S. 
Rep. Gabrielle Giffords 
were posted early yesterday 
on her Facebook page, two 
photos that show her with 
shorter, darker hair but few 
signs that she suffered a 
gunshot wound to the 
head. 

The photos were taken 
May 17 outside the Houston 
rehabilitation facility, TIRR 
Memorial Hermann, where 
Giffords has been undergo¬ 
ing intensive treatment 
since she was wounded five 
months ago at a meet-and- 
greet event with con¬ 
stituents. Six people died 
and a dozen others were 
wounded in the Jan. 8 at¬ 
tack in Tucson, Ariz. 

Since then, access to the 
Arizona congresswoman 
has been tightly controlled. 
Until yesterday, no clear im¬ 
ages had been released. 

Giffords spokesman C.J. 
Karamargin said staff mem¬ 
bers released the photos 


yesterday to help satisfy 
“intense interest in the con¬ 
gresswoman’s appearance.” 

The photos capture her 
ecstatic mood following her 
astronaut husband’s space- 
shuttle launch in May. 


“She got to see her hus¬ 
band successfully ride a 
rocket into space,” Kara¬ 
margin said. “So who 
wouldn’t he pleased?” 

He added: “I think this 
photo speaks volumes 


about the congresswoman’s 
resilience and recovery. It 
shows someone in very 
good spirits, someone who 
is happy, someone who has 
a veiy positive attitude.”

Studying mental hardships of High Arctic postings 


As Canada asserts its Arc¬ 
tic sovereignty, the mili¬ 
tary wants to know 
whether people working 
in dark, isolated outposts 
are prone to mental break¬ 
down. 

And a recent report for 
the scientific arm of the 
Department of National 
Defence says the answers 


may be found in early ex¬ 
peditions to Antarctica, 
where polar explorers suf¬ 
fered a raft of psychologi¬ 
cal problems a century 
ago. 

“Early Antarctic re¬ 
search identified the ‘win¬ 
ter-over syndrome,’ 

comprised of depression, 
anxiety, irritability, hostili¬ 


ty, insomnia, and inability 
to concentrate,” says the 
newly released report. 

“Two unique phenome¬ 
na have also been noted. 
One is ‘Big Eye,’ chronic 
insomnia; the other is 
‘Long Eye,’ a vacant stare 
denoting that the individ¬ 
ual is ... unaware of the 
surrounding environment 


and activities.” 

The findings are part of 
a March 31 study commis¬ 
sioned by Toronto-based 
Defence Research and De¬ 
velopment Canada, and 
obtained by The Canadian 
Press under the Access to 
Information Act. 

Researchers were asked 
to review scientific litera¬ 


ture on the psychological 
adaptation of people work¬ 
ing in isolated, confined or 
extreme environments. 
That includes submarines, 
space capsules and lonely 
polar outposts. 

The government scien¬ 
tist who ordered the re¬ 
search says the aim is to 
help personnel assigned to 


posts in the High Arctic, 
such as remote CFS Alert 
on the northeastern tip of 
Ellesmere Island. The 
RCMP, Environment Cana¬ 
da and other departments 
regularly assign staff to 
this extreme environ¬ 
ment, in addition to the 
military.

O Unionized Canada Post workers set for rotating 
strikes in 10 more cities © No deal reached on weekend 


A weekend of negotiations 
failed to produce a settle¬ 
ment to end rotating 
strikes by Canada Post’s ur¬ 
ban workers. 

Canada Post spokesman 
Jon Hamilton said manage¬ 
ment told union negotia¬ 
tors that the job action has 
only succeeded in pushing 
customers away. 

Hamilton said the post 
office feels that those cus¬ 
tomers won’t return until 
they’re sure reliable service 
can be provided. 

He repeated the post of¬ 
fice mantra that the union 
representing the workers is 
making unrealistic de¬ 
mands. 

The Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers said on Fri¬ 


day that it would end the 
strikes if the previous col¬ 
lective agreement was rein¬ 
stated, something the post 
office rejected. 

Postal workers in Red 
Deer spent the weekend on 
strike and employees in ten 
cities across the countiy 
will walk off the job next. 

Rotating strikes will be¬ 
gin late Sunday night in 
Comer Brook, N.L., Freder¬ 
icton, N.B., Sydney, N.S. and 
its surrounding communi¬ 
ties, Trois-Rivieres, Que., 
Sherbrooke, Que., Corn¬ 
wall, Ont., Windsor, Ont., 
Niagara Falls, Ont., Regina, 
Sask., and Nanaimo, B.C. 

The rotating strikes start¬ 
ed June 2.

Ottawa has urged both 
sides in the Air Canada 
labour dispute to reach a 
negotiated agreement as 
soon as possible. 

Lisa Raitt, the labour 
minister, said in a week¬ 
end statement that she is 
concerned about the im¬ 
pact of a work stoppage on 
Canadians and on Cana¬ 
da’s economic recoveiy. 

The Canadian Auto 
Workers, the union repre¬ 


senting some 3,800 cus¬ 
tomer-service and sales 
staff, issued a 72-hour 
strike notice Friday, which 
means job action can be¬ 
gin at 12:01 a.m. Tuesday. 

Negotiations continued 


through the weekend and 
both sides said they hope 
to reach a deal. A key stick¬ 
ing point is a management 
proposal to change pen¬ 
sion plans for new hires. 

Jamie Ross, president of 


the CAW local that repre¬ 
sents the employees, said 
yesterday they are pre¬ 
pared to negotiate right up 
until the deadline. 

The threat of job action 
has sparked concern from 
travellers, though Air 
Canada has downplayed 
the potential impact. In a 
statement yesterday, the 
airline said it has a backup 
plan to continue operat¬ 
ing.

Divide or be 
conquered: 
Shareholders 
to RIM CEOs 

BlaclcBerry maker Research 
in Motion Ltd. is facing a 
challenge from dissident 
shareholders who are call¬ 
ing for a separation in the 
roles of CEO and chairman. 
RIM is led by two execu¬ 
tives, Jim Balsillie and Mike 
Lazaridis, who serve as 
both co-CEOs and co-chair¬ 
men. 

Northwest & Ethical In¬ 
vestments, a Canadian in¬ 


vestment firm, says a divi¬ 
sion of the roles is vital for 
the hoard to be able to 
oversee the CEOs. RIM dis¬ 
agrees, and said it will ask 
shareholders to vote 
against the proposal at its 
annual meeting on July 12. 

The challenge is not the 
only turbulence RIM has to 
contend with. Last month 
the company said it facing 
a class-action lawsuit in the 
U.S. that alleges it misled 
investors with materially 
false and misleading state¬ 
ments about its financial 
condition and business 
prospects. RIM said the alle¬ 
gations are without merit.

You might not expect a self- 
described urbanist to praise 
the positive impact of profes¬ 
sional hockey on cities, but 
Spacing magazine publisher 
Matt Blackett is certain the 
return of the NHL will he a boon for Win¬ 
nipeg’s downtown. 

“Drawing 15,000 people to the core on

T streets,” said Blackett, who praises the 
I MTS Centre as one of the most urban- 
i friendly sports complexes in Canada. 

He adds that images of Winnipeggers talcing to down¬ 
town streets to celebrate True North’s purchase of the 
Atlanta Thrashers have made a strong impression across 
the country over the past few weeks. 

“I think other Canadians know that Winnipeg has a 
vibrant arts scene and a strong advocacy community, 

but we have a blind spot to 
the great urban spaces that 
exist there,” he said. 

Several of those spots 
are highlighted in 
Spacing’s latest issue, its 
first national edition after 
several years of covering 
politics, development, 
parks and transit in the 
Toronto area.

To celebrate the release. Spacing is bringing its 
national road show to Winnipeg this week. The event in¬ 
cludes a discussion about urban design in Winnipeg 
with local blogger Robert Galston 
(riseandsprawl.tumhlr.com), University of Winnipeg pol¬ 
itics Prof. Christopher Leo and University of Manitoba 
planning Prof. Richard Milgrom. 

In addition to naming “Winnipeg’s Top 5 Public 
Spaces,” the issue spotlights the skate park at the Forks, 
compares arena building strategies in Winnipeg and 
Glendale, and includes a major feature on the rise of ur¬ 
banism across the prairies. 

“There’s a different type of city building going on in 
places like Winnipeg, based on different concerns,” said 
Blackett. “For example, most people wouldn’t think 
about the challenges and opportunities of designing a 
city around the wind or weather or flat topography.” 

Creating a greater understanding of what makes 
Canadian cities work, and brealdng down the silos 
between our major centres was the motivation behind 
launching a national issue, explained Blackett. 

“Our identity is still tied to images of mountains and 
lakes and agriculture, but the reality is that 80 per cent 
of us five in cities,” he said. “We’re an urban nation, and 
it really helps if all our cities are doing well. We need to 
learn from each other and push the urban agenda.” 

Blackett hopes the local tour stop will lead to more 
Winnipeg coverage in his publication, and the eventual 
launch of a local site in the magazine’s growing network 
of urban affairs blogs.

LONDON. Scientists are 
quickly combing the 
DNA of the killer bacte¬ 
ria behind the world’s 
worst E. coli outbreak to 
find clues about how to 
treat patients and 
prevent future 
epidemics. 

So far, one strain 
from a German patient 
has been sequenced by 
Chinese and German sci¬ 
entists. While the genet¬ 
ic information is 
preliminary, experts say 
there are a few hints 
about where the bacte¬ 
ria came from and why 
it might be so lethal. 

The E. coli causing Eu¬ 
rope’s massive outbreak 
is likely the product of 
another strain first 
detected a decade ago in 
Germany, but with some 
dangerous mutations, 
experts say. 

Because E. coli is con¬ 
stantly evolving, it is rid¬ 
dled with genes 
swapped from other 
strains found in animals 
and humans, giving it 
countless opportunities 
to acquire something 
lethal. 

So far, the hug has 
killed at least 35 people 
and sickened more than 
3,000, including several 
hundred who have 
developed life-threaten¬ 
ing kidney failure.

Getting a lap dance isn’t the same as 
taking in a ballet, so an alcohol-free 
strip club will have to pay the tax 
man, a New York state court has 
ruled. 

Four Appellate Division justices 
agreed with a state tax appeals com¬ 
mission’s earlier finding that dances 
onstage or in private rooms at the 
club Nite Moves in suburban Albany, 
N.Y., don’t qualify for a state tax 


exemption as “dramatic or musical 
arts performances.” 

Nite Moves contested a tax bill of 
nearly $125,000 plus interest on lap 
dances and admission fees stemming 
from a 2005 audit. Its attorney, W. 
Andrew McCullough said Friday the 
club has a later, larger bill it is also 
challenging, and that he would prob¬ 
ably appeal the Appellate Division 
ruling. 

McCullough said the impact of the 
ruling probably won’t be widespread 
since most establishments featuring 
exotic dancers as entertainment are 
bars mainly selling alcohol where 
other tax rules apply. “We admit the

In 2008, Marni Morrison’s 
world turned upside down. 

That’s the year she de¬ 
cided to contact her birth 
mother, who told her that 
contrary to her adoption 
file, her birth father was 
very much alive. 

“I said, ‘what are you 
talking about?’ because in 
my mind he had been dead 
all that time,” said the 42- 
year-old mother of two 
daughters, ages 19 and 12. 
“I’m still trying to get it 
through my head that he’s 
alive. You’re told some¬ 
thing your whole life and 
there’s a lot of rewiring 
that goes on with this 
whole experience.” 

Mami grew up in subur¬ 
ban Minneapolis and lives 
in Red Wing, Minn. She 
was adopted at birth, the 


little sister of three much- 
older brothers born to her 
adoptive parents. 

She’d had access to her 
adoption file since turning 
18, but had no interest in 
looking at it until after be¬ 
coming a mother herself, 
when she felt the need to 
check on potential health 
issues for her children. 

She didn’t find any 
health worries. Instead, 
she stumbled on a trail of 
lies. The file included a let¬ 
ter written by her birth 
mother in 1969 that said 
both her birth parents 
were medical students 
who’d planned to marry, 
but her birth father died in 
a motorcycle accident, 
“and it was too hard for 
her to keep me so she put 
me up for adoption,” 


Marni said. 

None of it was true, but 
she didn’t know that until 
she found her birth moth¬ 
er and they spoke for the 
first time. 

“She said, ‘Your birth fa¬ 
ther not dead. He’s a 
lawyer in Illinois.’” 

Marni said her mother 
wrote the letter in an era 
when single mothers were 
often pressured to give up 
their babies or risk ruining 
their fives. 

Marni and her husband, 
James, Googled the name 
her birth mother had giv¬ 
en them for her birth fa¬ 
ther, Mark Shaw. 

Two people popped up, 
hut only one was in the 
right age range. But they 
dropped the hunt when 
her adoptive dad got sick. 


He passed away in July 
2009. “He had been a rock 
my whole fife,” she said. 

Nine months later, 
James came across a hook 
written by someone 
named Mark Shaw as he 
searched online for advice 
on how to publish a play. 
He clicked on the author’s 
website and staring back 
in a photo was a man with 
the same gap in his teeth 
as his wife. 

James sent Shaw an 
email asking whether he 
had practiced law in Illi¬ 
nois around the time of 
Mami’s birth. The answer 
was yes. The hunch was 
confirmed by a paternity 
test, and father and child 
now see each other often. 

“I’ve been in a daze for 
the last year,” Mami said. 


“We recently updated our 
insurance policy and I can 
offer all my information 
now. I’ve never been able 
to do that.” 

As for Mark Shaw, he 
said he barely knew 
Marni’s mother. 

“This was the 1960s. I 
was moving around like I 
have my whole life — so 
fast,” the 65-year-old au¬ 
thor, legal analyst and 
seminaiy graduate said. 

He welcomed Mami, 
her husband and his new¬ 
found grandchildren with 
open arms. “I had always 
dreamed of being a father 
hut just believed it wasn’t 
going to happen,” said 
Shaw, who is married and 
fives in Superior, Colo. “I 
look at this as the gift of a

PVC, on the other hand, 
is polyvinyl chloride or 


plastic #3. 

It’s widely used because 
it’s cheap, durable, and 
easy to assemble. PVC is 
less safe because it’s made 
with vinyl chloride which 
is cancer-causing. 

It also poses serious en¬ 
vironmental and health 
threats at all stages of its 
life cycle — from manu¬ 
facturing to use to dispos¬ 
al. 

The good news is that 



safer and cost-effective al¬ 
ternatives are already 
available for virtually 
eveiy PVC product out 
there, including baby 
products. 

You can find PVC-free 
teethers, pacifiers, bibs, 
bath toys, and even Hal¬ 
loween costumes. 

The Centre for Health, 
Environment and Justice 
suggests this jingle to help 
you remember: “bad news 


comes in threes, don’t buy 
PVC.” 

Since your crib railing 
protector is BPA- and ph¬ 
thalate-free, it’s likely as 
safe as it gets.

Bacon & bean salad proves 
that simple can be great 



Want to build a better sal¬ 
ad? Lose the chill, ditch 
some of the fruit and get 
the proportions of the 
vinaigrette right. 

That’s the advice of 
Jacques Pepin, star of Es¬ 
sential Pepin, which will 
air this fall. 

Pepin says a great salad 
can be simple as long as in¬ 
gredients are fresh and 
proportions are right. Too 
much fruit produces a sal¬ 
ad that’s too sweet. Like¬ 
wise, most taste hest when 
served cool, not cold. 

“Also important is the 
use of great-quality oils 
and vinegars,” he said. 
“And these should be 
mixed in the proper ratios: 
one part vinegar to three 
parts oil.” 

Pepin offers a warm sal¬ 
ad of hacon or pancetta 
tossed with white beans. It 
is hearty but still feels 
fresh thanks to the use of 


vinegar and chopped fresh 
parsley. “When beans are 
combined with pancetta 
and seasoned with vine¬ 
gar, garlic and olive oil, the 
result is a salad that is al¬ 
most like a stew,” he said.

Is long wait almost over? 


O Canucks poised to become 
first Canadian team in 18 years 
to bring home the Stanley Cup 


The last time a Canadian- 
based team won the Stanley 
Cup — the Montreal Cana- 
diens in 1993 — it was no 
big deal. 

Well, it was a really big 
deal if you were a fan of the 
Canadiens, who caused a 
surprise by reaching the fi¬ 
nal and then dispatching 
Wayne Gretzky’s Los Ange¬ 
les Kings in five games to 
claim their record 24th cup. 
Big enough that there was a 
riot in downtown Montreal 
after the cup-clinching 
game. 

But in those days, a 
Canadian team winning it 
all was the norm rather 
than the exception. 

If the Vancouver 
Canucks beat the Boston 
Bruins this season, it would 
end an 18-year cup drought 
for the countiy that fives 
and dies with hockey. And 
it would end a jinx that saw 
the 1994 Canucks, 2004 Cal¬ 
gary Flames, 2006 Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers and 2007 Ottawa 
Senators all lose in the fi¬ 
nal. 

When Montreal last 
drank from the silver howl, 
it ended Mario Lemieux and 
the Pittsburgh Penguins’ 
two-year reign. But before 
that, the cup had been won 
seven straight years by 
Canadian teams — five by 
the Oilers and one each by 
Montreal (1986) and Cal¬ 
gary (1989). 

“There’s 30 teams in the 
league now and every year 
it’s very competitive,” Vin-

cent Damphousse, the scor¬ 
ing leader on the 1993 Mon¬ 
treal team, said this week. 
“It’s not like the 1950s or 
’60s where you could build 
a team and keep it together 
and have a dynasty.” 

The 1992-93 Canadiens 
rode other-worldly goal¬ 
tending from Patrick Roy 
and a record 10 consecutive 
overtime victories to a cup 
few gave them any chance 
of winning after a regular 
season in which they fin¬ 
ished third in what was 
then called the Adams Divi¬ 
sion, behind Boston and de¬ 
tested rival the Quebec 
Nordiques. 

General manager Serge 
Savard had made two key 
pre-season acquisitions, 
picking up scoring forwards 
Damphousse and Brian Bel¬ 
lows, to add scoring punch 
to a group led by centre 
Kirk Muller, captain Guy 
Carbonneau, gritty winger 
Mike Keane and promising 
young winger John LeClair. 

The top defence pair had 
point man Mathieu Schnei¬ 
der and tough guy Lyle 
Odelein, followed by Eric 
Desjardins and Jean-Jacques 
Daigneaut.
